Negro mass organizations should be contacted; and also Jewish 
Synagogues, in view of the recent bombings of Jewish Synagogues 
in the South, and the persecution of Jewish people as a whole ' . 

"A brief discussion followed DOROTHY FORREST ' s 
report; the results are that all sections of the California 
District, CP. be urged to mobilize immediately on the 
circulation of the petitions to eliminate the committee on 
Un-American Activities .

"Meeting of the District Council, 
Southern California District, 
Communist Party - USA, held on 
November 23* 1958 at the Park Manor, 
607 South Western, , Los Angeles, 
beginning at 10:00 a^nu 

"The agenda included three points, as announced 
by DOROTHY HEALEYs 

"(1) A special report by DOROTHY FOREST on the 
campaign to abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee. 

"(2) The main report by NEMMY SPARKS — an analysis 
of the election campaign,,

"DOROTHY FOREST announced the campaign on the 
abolition of the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
characterizing the HUAC as political cholera, with the Watkins 
Decision the most valuable antidote 0 She said the ACLU in 
California is initiating a petition campaiga demanding 
abolition of the Un-American Activities Committee, with the 
petitions to be presented to the California Congressman, 
Representative ROOSEVELT, in time for the opening of Congress 
in January o 

"She cited, the value of the Democratic sweep in 
California in the recent elections as key in the success of 
the petition campaign* Also, as favorable additional material, 
she cited the statement of the Negro leaders in the South 
against the House Un-American Activities Committee, the 
statement of the clergy, and other documents. 

"She said that this is the first example of the ACLU 
in sponsoring a mass petition drive. The deadline for petitions 
to be returned is January 9, 1959* On united front aspects 
of the campaign, she named participation of the National 
Council of Christians and Jews, the endorsement of JOHN 
ANSON FORD, whom' she claimed had phoned the printer the 
night before the petitions were printed insisting that his 
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name be added to the sponsors' list, the Women's Legislative 
Conference, and the Communist Party. She urged participation 
of the Party as a means of implementing the District Council 
resolution against the Un-American Activities Committee passed 
several months ago. 

"She emphasized there are only twenty days left to 
' get signatures and urged that special concentration be made 
in the Congressional Districts of HOLLIFIELD and ROOSEVELT. 
She urged street corner collection of signatures, house-to-house, 
etc., and announced that the joint committee of the ACLU and the 
Committee to Preserve Constitutional Freedoms had assigned the 
Communist Party special responsibility to cover all Negro churches 
in the area. She urged that all sections and clubs guarantee 
the collection of signatures at the churches on November 30 and 
December 6. 

"She announced that the comrades in the 57th had turned 
in a donation of $5 toward the campaign. She said that all 
petitions should be in by the 15th of January, but would not be 
worthless if they were not turned in later than that date. 

"BERNIE LUSHER urged that the campaign be more 
specifically organized, especially in regard to which section 
should concentrate where around the Negro churches. As an 
alternative proposal, he urged that sections take specific 
mass organizations for concentration' or shop gate and trade 
union concentrations. 

"SOPHIE SILVER urged that specific quotas of signa- 
tures be assigned to the sections. 

"BERT DUGDALE urged concentration for the next two 
Sundays on Negro churches as recommended in the report. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY stated that certain recommendations 
were being made by the Board for concentration. The 46th and 
Watts Compton should concentrate on Watts churches; Orange 
County should join the Harbor on the Long Beach churches, etc. 

"CAL GOODMAN urged that, in addition to the Negro 
churches, there be specific concentration on key areas. 

"CLARENCE YOUNG urged special trade union work, 
especially by those who had been subpoenaed by the Un-American 
Activities Committee at its last hearing in Los Angeles. He 
outlined some experiences he had had in his own union. 
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"DOROTHY FOREST then stated that the ACLU would send 
a letter to all the churches informing the ministers that 
signature collectors would be at the church the following 
Sunday and requesting their cooperation. 

"CHARLIE SCHWARTZ urged that collection of signa- 
tures not be limited to the churches. 

"HARRY HUNT urged that special collections be made 
in the trade unions , 'and spoke on the support of CLARK and 
POSNER to the ACLU campaign. 

"IRENE MANDEL urged that the Negro churches be given 
a chance to get their own people to do the job and that our 
people merely supplement their work. She also urged that 
special work on this campaign be done in Democratic Party 
clubs in line with the resolution passed by the Democratic 
Fresno Conference to abolish the Un-American Activities 
Committee . 

"DOROTHY HEALEY mentioned a book called 'The Ninth 
Wave' which she said is an analysis of California politics 
in which the statement is made that 3*000 Communist Party 
members is equal to 30 5 000 votes in California. She urged 
that this thesis be put into life by the participation of 
the Party in this campaign. 

"A. C. ROGERS inquired what provision had been made 
for the participation of the isolated areas such as San 
Bernardino, San Diego, and Santa Barbara. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY urged that they do community con- 
centration work in those areas. 

X last name unknown) inquired what ; churches ^ 
in Boyle Heights should be covered. b/ 

"In conclusion, DOROTHY FOREST urged, that petitions 
be turned -in, not directly to the ACLU or to the Committee 
to Preserve Constitutional Freedoms but to Section Organizers 
or to District Board members. 

"The next point was the election campaign report by 
NEMMY .SPARKS. SPARKS characterized the November elections 
in California as a people's victory. He said the people 
moved politically in their own interests in a united way. 
This victory, however* was not an ultimate victory but a victory 
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in relation to what was possible uncjer these conditions aK 
this time, x 

"He said the next Congress would be very different 
from the last in that there would be no KNOWLAND, no JENNER, 
no BRICKER, and no MALONE. The i960 Presidential chances', 
of KNOWLAND have been ruined and NIXON 1 s chances are damaged* 

"The defeat of Proposition 18 was a major contri- 
bution to the peopled victory 0 The elimination of the 
Republican administration in California was another victory . 
This election broke the Republican stranglehold on the 
California legislature for the first time in many* many years. 

"In Southern California, the Republicans lost the 
25th Congressional District, which is especially significant 
since this is NIXON 1 s home district* The Democrats gained 
representation in the 42nd, 45th, 47th, and 50th. San Dieg> 
for the first time will be represented by a Democrat* There 
was a similar victory in the California Senate 0 

"Nationally, GOLDWATER was re-elected in Arizona, 

"On the other side of the ledger, the defeat of, 
ROYBAL and LOPEZ weakened the election victory, 

"In summarizing the significance of the election, 
he said there are many different points of view in the left* 
HALLINAN, speaking pretty much in the line of the SWP, states 
that the election shows no significant gains for the working 
class* Our Party characterizes the election as a victory. 
In bourgeoise circles, NIXON dismisses the whole election on 
the basis that the. Democrats won because they worked hardest. 
ROBERT G, NEWMAN, in the f Los Angeles Times,' stated that the 
only reason the Democrats won was that the Republicans lack 
inspiring leadership, LIPMAN, a columnist, stated there were 
no clearly cut issues in the election. 

"The important thing, SPARKS said, is to understand 
that this great people f s victory was not due to caprice but 
was due to a revolt against the Republicans around key issues. 
These issues were (1) the recession, (2) the continuing high 
level of unemployment and the do-nothing line of the Repub- 
licans, (3) the anti-labor campaign of big business, and (4) 
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the struggle around civil rights — the failure of the 
Republicans to upheld the gains of the Negro people, and, 
finally, the issue of peace and the rejection by the voters 
of the DULLES 1 brink-of-war * policies, the Quemoy situation, 
etc* 

"How it was possible for the people 1 s victory to 
be won* First, the split in the Republican Party, especially 
around the labor question* For example, SPARKS said KNOWLAND 
called for an immediate show-down against labor, as opposed 
to the attitude of the moderate Republicans like KNIGHT, who 
favored an abating of the all-out attack against labor* 

11 The central feature of the election campaign which 
Communists must understand is that it represented a major 
advance of independent action by the working class and its 
allies against reaction and was expressed in three main centers 
of political works (1) Labor, (2) the Democratic Club movement, 
and (3) the Democratic Party itself* 

"First, the role of IJabor* Of special importance 
was the campaign .against Proposition 18* The SOS set up 60 
separate headquarters* The Negro-Labor alliance held firm 
throughout the campaign, not primarily due to Labor but 
because of the advance understanding of the Negro people* 

"Second, the Democratic Club movement guaranteed 
the general progressive character of the camppign and was 
primarily responsible for the progressive platform developed 
and passed at the Fresno Conference* 

"Third, the Democratic Party* - Of main significance 
in the role of the Democratic Party was the minority conference 
and the activities of certain candidates like. LOPEZ and ROYBAL* 
The special importance of the minority conference at the 
Embassy Auditorium was that it spelled out the special role 
and emphasised the strength of the participation of Negro 
and Mexican aims in political activity. 

"The Communist Party in the elections* SPARKS 
recommended that ' everyone re-read the ? Worker* editorial 
analyzing the elections. He said the weaknesses in our 
work were made greater by the fact that we were forced to 
work within the gerrymandering which characterizes California 
Congressional District organization* For example, he said 
in 1956, the total vote for Congress, the Republicans got 
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50*1$ of the votes but got 8 out of the 12 Congressional 
District seats «, The Democrats got 49.9$ of the vote and 
1/3 of the available seats* In 1958 the Democrats got 
55$ of the vote and only 5 of 12 Congressional seats. The 
Republicans got 45$ of the vote and got J Congressional 
seats ♦ This was due to gerrymandering. 

"In the main, the seats that were lost to the 
Democrats by the process of gerrymandering were those where 
it might have been possible to elect Negroes, Mexican -Americans, 
or working class candidates. This means that the question 
of reapportionment in i960 is the key issue on which all 
Communists and progressives must concentrate. 

"Briefly, in analyzing the Party policy in relation 
to the 26th Congressional District JAMES ROOSEVELT - CRISPUS 
WRIGHT campaign, he stated that ROOSEVELT got J2?o of the vote 
this year, and that this should teach the Party a lesson; that 
LENIN said a long time ago the basic reason on which people 
decide their political position is in relation to their economic 
interests, and the Negro people in the 26th voted for ROOSEVELT 
because he was a Democrat and they felt that he would give them 
a better deal than WRIGHT, who was a Negro but was a Republican. 

n In the 15th, MC CONOUGH won the election by less 
than a two per cent margin. Therefore, this would have been 
the best concentration point for the election of a minority 
candidate. He reminded the District Council that this had 
been a recommendation in his report to the Council as early 
as last April, but some of the comrades had insisted that 
the concentration be changed to the 26th on the issue of 
Negro representation there 0 SPARKS stated that in i960 the 
15th Congressional District must again be made a concentration 
area with a minority candidate* 

"On the LOPEZ - ROYBAL. campaigns, the main signi- 
ficance of these campaigns was that Mexican-American candidates 
carried the campaign to all corners of the state c The cam- 
paign was weakened by the lack of unity between ROYBAL and 
the rest . of the Democratic Party leaders ♦ There was an open 
intimidation of voters in the Supervisorial race in which 
DEEBS participated in the highjack of leaflets, eta There 
was a scandalous ballot counting mixup, etc* Further, the 
1 go-it-alone 1 policy of PAT BROWN filtered down to LOPEZ and 
ROYBAL and further weakened the campaign* Finally, Communists 
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permitted themselves to be influenced negatively toward 
ROYBAL and LOPEZ by stating that LOPEZ and ROYBAL had 
softened their allegiance to principle and were ' conducting 
weak campaigns and indulging in Red-baiting. He stated 
that it was time Communists stopped making professed demands 
of minority candidates and began to recognize that 
principle of minority representation must be guaranteed, 
regardless of certain weaknesses in the minority candidates. 

"He spoke at some length about the role of ALMINO 
LOMAX, Editor of the »Los Angeles Tribune,' and stated that 
he was scandalized to find that some of the Communist Party 
members in this area were taking their political leadership 
from the Tribune rather than from the Communist Party. 

"He said the general significance of the election 
campaign could be summarized as follows: The emergency of 
Labori pointing toward its next historic step in the develop- 
ment of its independent political role. The main orientation 
of the Republicans toward Labor was not only to pass Proposi- 
tion 18 but to destroy the entire political activity and 
apparatus of the trade unions. 

"Next steps for Communists and progressives in 
terms of political orientation on riewly elected public officials 
are: (l) Clean out the Dixiecrats in the Democratic Party; 
(2) Abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee; (3) 
Abolish Rule 22 in the U. S. Senate; (4) Break the seniority 
rule on the appointment of Seante chairmanships, and of special 
importance here are concentration on the campaigns to prevent 
the appointment of EASTMAN in the Judiciary Committee ard BYRD 
in the Finance Committee. 

"On a state level, the key tasks are: First, to 
put a stop to ( ; the moderation blitz that is beginning to take 
hold of the newly elected Democratic politicians. On a 
legislative campaign — the passage of the State FEPC, the 
abolition of the Loyalty Oath, and the passage of a taxation 
program that will oppose increased sales taxes and propose 
a tax policy which will place the burden on the oil companies, 
etc . 

"The municipal election picture — In the spring 
there wi.ll be seven Councilmanic posts open and four Board 
of Education posts open. There is already apparent several 
scandals that will brew to a boil 'before the election, cam- 
paign. These are the questions of oil drilling leases, zoning, ' 
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Chavez Ravine, etc* The second point is the question of 
minority representation in municipal elections . Third is 
the development of our policy toward the question of an 
independent Socialist candidate . The entire election picture 
demands heightened public vigilance and participation* 

"This concluded the report and the Council was 
adjourned for lunch, with the announcement that the meeting 
would reconvene at 1:30 p.m. 

"The meeting was reconvened at 1:30, and it was 
agreed that adjournment time would be set for 3:00 p.m; 
discussion time was limited to five minutes per speaker. 

"HARRY HUNT stated that SPARKS 1 estimate was based 
on how the situation today will move people in the future. 
Therefore, a big victory becomes important bepause the basic 
sections of the working class moved in their own interests 
and will continue to move in those interests. The Democrats 
recognize they must do something as the result of the election 
victory. Therefore, it becomes our responsibility to strengthen 
the club movement, the minority movement, and the labor movement 
in relation to increasing their political acitivity. 

"On the question of SPARKS 1 analysis of the campaigi 
in the 26th, HUNT said the major question is did our tech- 
niques strengthen our role in the 26th or our relations with 
the Negro people there. He was critical of SPARKS 1 report 
in that the report did not answer either of these questions. 

"HENRY SAZER spoke on Proposition 18 and the in- 
creased activity of Labor in the communities in work against 
Proposition 18* However, he said, the main weakness was 
the confusion in many circles of the* labor movement abound 
the DEBS - ROYBAL campaign. . He urged that the Education 
Commission analyze the 17-point program proposed by PAT 
BROWN, and the 10-point CIO program around labor in the light 
of Communist Party policy. 

"In characterizing Labor's role in the election, 
he said that one reason Labor was so active was that the 
piecards recognized that their jobs were in jeopardy. There- 
fore, they worked hard and got their membership to work hard. 
The main question now is how to keep the rank-and-file in 
motion. 
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"In discussing participation of the Communist Party 
membership in the election, NAN BLAIR said that 35$ of her 
section participated in the election and that two people 
in his section were in leading positions in Democratic 
Clubs. 

"NAN BLAIR spoke on the confusion around Proposi- 
tions 16, 17 and iSs and said her section was very active 
in the campaign but they ran into coniderable difficulty, 
particularly with the Catholic people in their area on the 
question of school taxation. She was critical of the Party 
policy because it did not clearly outline what our relation 
should be to groups like the pension groups and special 
inteiests groups such as the Catholics. She said the WRIGHT 
campaign in the 26th broadened the minority movement in 
support of minority rights, despite the fact that ROOSEVELT 
was elected. She emphasized the importance of the Democratic 
minority conference. 

"DANNY COHEN said the California elections made a 
major contribution to the national political picture. He 
cited some figures of how much money was raised by the labor 
movement for political action in this campaign, and he asked 
that there be scheduled a discussion at the next District 
Council meeting on the Independent Socialist group in this 
area. He said he was tired of hearing this movement dis- 
missed as of no significance by the Party leadership when, 
obviously, this is a very active group which is doing a great 
deal of publicity work. 

"LEONA KENIGSBERG from. San Diego was very critical 
of the role of the 'People's World' in the campaign, stating 
that it did not present a clear position, especially on 
Propositions 16 and 17 . She asked for an explanation of 
what the Democratic minority conference was and why the 
'People's World' had not carried any releases on this. She . 
asked for an explanation of the New York election results.- 

"WALLY TALBOT warned that following the election 
there may be an unholy alliance of reactionary Republicans 
and Dixiecrats, and that this will have special dangerous 
significance in relation to Ameii'can foreign policy. 

"LIL, from San Diego, cited in particular the weak- 
nesses of Democratic candidates around issues, was critical 
of the role of the 'People's World', cited the 12-Party 
statement and urged further discussion in the District Council 
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on this question, and asked for more information on the 
Independent Socialist campaign. 

"CLARENCE - YOUNG noted the high participation of 
minorities in the campaign against' Proposition 18 and stated 
that the vote in the Negro community against Proposition 
18 was greater than that in white communities. Proposition - 
17, he said, was neglected by the trade union movement, and 
the Communist Party should have Spent more time and emphasis 
explaining Proposition 17 . He stated that he wished to 
identify himself with the remarks made by Comrade SPARKS 
about the role of the «Los Angeles Tribune' and stated that 
no Communist in his right mind should accept the line of 
' ALMINO LOMAX for political guidance. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY said one of the main significant 
questions around this election campaign was that there was 
the biggest Mexican-American participation that ever took 
place in any campaign, that the role and participation of 
Mexican-Americans is essential to' the formation of any .new 
political alignment in California. The maximum minority 
participation can only be achieved by the successful relating 
of their participation .to minority candidates who are identified 
with the general political needs of the people. 

"She then spoke briefly on the question of the 
lesser evil theory, and said there is a great deal of con- 
fusion in the Communist Party as to what the lesser evil 
represents. The history of the lesser evil theory, she said, 
•is linked to a realistic decisive working class alternative 
such as occurred in Germany in 1932. This has no application 
to the current political situation in California. The 
Communist Party's election policy in California in 1958, 
as it has always been, was to present a two-way alternative — 
first, to attempt to build with the Democratic Party the most 
advanced political line and activity, and, second, to present 
a Socialist alternative. 

"She emphasized the importance of the coming California 
Democratic Club conference, which, she said, would be a 
Democratic issues campaign conference, and that it is 
necessary to prepare now in the trade unions and other mass 
organizations to guarantee the progressive content, of the 
conference. The .main issue to be taken up. by all progressives 
at this conference will be the question of ' foreign "trade and ' 
recognition of China. ' 
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"It was moved, seconded and carried to endorse 
the main line of SPARKS ' ■ report .

"The next meeting of the District Council was set 
for Sunday, December 21, with the main report to be the 
National Committee report, discussion of the Jackson Report, 
and a proposed line of work for the convention. 

"SADIE DOROSHKIN was given the floor for a brief 
report on the 'People's World' Bazaar. She said Los Angeles 
is now only $800 short of its PW Drive quota. She urged 
participation in a short term drive to gain 200 new PW 
readers by January 1 and to renew 500 subscriptions. 

"On the bazaar, she stated there was an urgent need, 
for donations of more things and for people to volunteer.. 
She urged that everyone who could report to the Park Manor 
beginning at 6:00 p.m., Friday evening, to help organize the 
bazaar. 

"JIM FOREST announced the postponement of the next 
Education Leadership Meeting from Friday, December 5, to 
Friday, December 12. 

"The meeting was adjourned about 3:15 p.m.

American Committee . DOROTHY FOREST reported that in twenty- 
one years over 5000 people have been subpoened by the Un- 
American Committee, and that what has taken place now is 
that the Supreme Court has dealt a real blow to the Committee 
with the WATKINS Decision, stating in the WATKINS Decision 
that the Un-American Committee has surpassed its constitutional 
area, and that it lacks clear direction from Congress, and 
that the Committee has become an agency for repression of 
beliefs and associations. DOROTHY FOREST continued her 
report regarding the recent election results, stating that 
the people are ready to abolish the Un-American Committee, 
and the main way to express this is through the petitions 
which are now being circulated by the American Civil 
Liberties Union, DOROTHY FOREST stated that this is the 
first time in the history of the ACLU that there has been 
such a petition circulated by them. 

"The petitions -which are now being circulated 
must be returned by December 15th, or before, and they 
would then be presented to JIMMY ROOSEVELT at a dinner which '

u "CLARENCE YOUNG, aka CLAY, a Negro, expressed 

that when we go to these Negro churches to be sure and 
contact the people there. 

"HARRY HUNT felt that the Communist Party should 
he very careful when they are working within these churches 
to he sure that no one is offended. 

"IRENE MANDEL felt that there should he a 
discussion on whether it is correct for the Communist 
Party to go into Negro churches with all white members. 

"CHARLIE SCHWARTZ said that all the petitions 
which are being circulated by the Communist Party members 
should be turned in to the Communist Party so that the ACLU 
can see what a good job the Communist Party was doing on 
these petitions. - 

"DOROTHY FOREST then spoke again and said 
that the Communist Party people who are working on this 
project in the churches should not show up in front of the 
2u£ C 5 es in 'capris* or 'blue jeans.' She also stated 
that there should be one coordinator from each Section and 
this person who is elected coordinator should call her 
relative to what churches to cover. 

"This ended the discussion on the petitions 
and the next discussion was the election report given bv 
NEMMY SPARKS. * * 

"NEMMY SPARKS stated that he felt that the 
recent election represented k great victory; that the people 
are again moving united and politically, although we as 
communist Party members realize that the victory is not 
2?\ u 2£ iRlate victo ^ out it 1 does mean that the people feel 
that they are now united. He stated that when Congress 
meets in January there will be six Congressmen whom we con- 
sider reactionary who are not going to be present. Secondly, 
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it means that NIXON 's chances for the presidency have "been 
ruined, and that the Republicans, for the first time, have 
lost in the California elections. For example, in the 
Senate in California there are 27 Democrats and 13 
Republicans. In the Houses 53 Democrats and 27 Republicans. 
It has been some 70 years since this has happened. For 
example, NIXON' s own district went democratic, and so did 
the 42nd, 44th and 50th. NEMMY SPARKS stated that some of 
the bad things which took place in the election were the 
return of GOLDWATER in .Arizona and the election of 
ROCKEFELLER in New York, and certainly the defeat of LOPEZ 
and ROYBAL. 

"Some of the opinions which are taking place 
are that someone like VINCENT RALLINAN, feels that there 
is no difference between the Republicans and Democrats, 
and it did not make any difference who was elected. 

"RICHARD. NIXON's opinion is that the only 
reason that the democrats won was because they worked harder. 

"WALTER LIPPMAN, the commentator, says that 
this is just a new generation coming forth. But the 
Communist Party feels that the people were just tired of 
the EISENHOWER administration which was trying to represent 
a HOOVER administration and that it was going to be HOOVER 
all over again with the nation, open shops and violations, 
of civil rights, and that the Republican's peace and foreign 
policy was all wrong. Mainly, some of the reasons the 
victory came about was because of the contributing factor 
of the split of the Republican Party here in California, 
and secondly, the independent advancement of people in the 
Democratic Clubs, the role that labor played, the defeat of 
Proposition 18, and the role played by the Democratic 
Minority Conference. Certainly, one of the major contri- 
butions during this campaign was the awakening of labor 
by Proposition 18, the huge amount of literature that was 
put out by labor, and the labor-Negro alliance which held 
up very well during the election. This indicates that 
labor has, started to move politically. Another important 
factor was the Democratic Club movement which was represented 
by the nomination of progressive candidates and the platform 
at the convention. One of the outstanding things was that 
there was hardly any 'red-baiting' by any of the Democratic 
candidates . 

"The Democratic Minority Conference played 
a major role in getting a minority candidate on the Democratic 
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ticket, and as NEMMY SPARKS reported, the DMC is here to 
stay and will paly a major role in the future . 

"NEMMY SPARKS reported that in the North 
there two Congressional seats won by the Democrats and in 
the Southern part of the state, one, and mainly this was 
because of the recent jerrymandering which took place. 
For example, in 1956 the Republicans received 50. 0 of the 
votes, but out of that they received 2/3 of the representation 
and the Democrats received 49.9 votes and received only 1/3 
of representation. In 1958 the Democrats received 55$ of 
the votes, but the Democrats only received five seats and 
the Republicans received 45$ of the votes and received 
seven seats. This means that the jerrymandering of the 
district by the Republican Party of the Republicans has 
split the minority communities. 

"Lieutenant Governor ANDERSON says that he 
will do something about the jerrymandering. 

"The Communist Party must play a role in 
preventing any more of this jerrymandering in California. 

^-ro™ " In the 26th Congressional District where 

CRISPTJS WRIGHT ran against JAMES ROOSEVLET, ROOSEVELT 
received 72% of the vote, and the reason why, NEMMY SPARKS 
said, was when two courses are presented to the people and 
one is in conflict with the economic question, they will 
vote as such. WRIGHT represented the Republican Party, 
although near the end WRIGHT split with the Republican 
Party because he did not come out in support of the 'right 
J? Wo ?£'l bec fuse he felt that if he did he would isolate 
Himself from the Negro community. 

_ . ^ "* n the 15th Congressional District MC DONOUGH, 
the Republican, won only by 5000,.. votes against PETTY who- 
is a very poor candidate .

In the later stage of the campaign 
there should have been poll watchers to watch the polls to 
see that the counting was properly given. 

"In general, NEMMY SPARKS, continued stating 
that labor is beginning to develop its political role, and 
a new political alignment will take place in the future 
where the Dixiecrats will be cleaned out. 

"Some of the points, that the Communist Party 
must push and pressure the candidates who have been elected 
to Congress arei 

"1. Main project is to do away with the Un- 
American Committee. 

"2. To abolish Rule 22. 

"3. Abolishment of the Seniority Rule. 

"The State Assembly which recently held a 
discussion whether BROWN or HAWKINS should be the leader 
certainly it should have been HAWKINS. Secondly, that 
pressure should be put on the State Legislators to secure 
an PEP law which has only been promised. 

"One of the bad points relative the democrats 
going into power at this time is the fact that the State 
treasury is completely bankrupt, and if the democrats must 
raise taxes to put money in the treasury they will be 
cutting their own throats. The Communist Party must push 
to tax the oil companies because they are the one industry 
which cannot leave California no matter how high they are 
taxed. 

"The Communist Party looks to the future. In 
the very near future there will be the election of seven 
councilmen and four Board of Education members. NEMMY SPARKS 
said that there is now brewing in the City of Los Angeles 
a scandal which is ready to blow up, and when these elections 
take place you will see an election campaign similar to 
that of the days of Mayor SHAW 0 Our job is to continue 
to move people when the municipal election commences to 
take place, and for the election of a Negro councilman. 
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"HARRY HUNT then spoke. He said that he felt 
that many people who previously had never participated 
politically were moved in this election,, 

"HARRY SAZER then spoke on Proposition 18. 
He felt that many people were moved; that the main problem 
which took place was the conflict of Comrades who were 
working in the same mass organizations. He felt that one 
of the main points was that the democratic clubs be kept 
active.

"SOPHIE SILVER then spoke. She felt that 
there were certain issues which should have come more to 
the front during the campaign, and one of them was the 
question of peace. In the main, SOPHIE SILVER felt that 
the election was a victory; that it had moved many people 
and that the main issue now is for the Communist . Party to 
keep the people in motion, and that members of the Communist 
Party should Join the Democratic Minority Conference, but 
that members who are leaders in the Democratic Clubs should 
remain there. 

"NAN BLAIR then spoke. She said that she 
worked against Proposition 16 because the area around 
Temple Street where she works is mainly catholic, and this 
is why she influenced many people to vote »No» on 16 and 
»No« on 18 at the same time. She stated that her club 
sent two Comrades to work in the CRISPUS WRIGHT campaign. 

, . "LAN COHEN then spoke. His little joke was 

that he had heard that KNOWLAND was going to Catalina and 
was now planning to retake the mainland. He felt that the 
Democratic Party had knifed ROYBAL and LOPEZ by not giving 
them full support. Also, that we should hold a meeting 
discussing the new socialist forces which have started to 
take place . 

"A woman by the name of LEONA , a 

heavy-set woman, said that she was very dissatisfied with 
the way the People's World covered the campaign; that it dii 
not have any recommendations for you to work for; that it 
should have printed a ballot and had marks on it for 
people to cut out and take it to the polls. 
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"A woman by the name of LILLIAN , then 

spoke. She said that in addition to NEMMY SPARKS' report , 
the defeat of KNOWLAND and KNIGHT was a real victory. She 
also criticized the People's World for poor coverage, and 
said that certainly the PW should have had a Marxist out- 
look with a Leninist orientation on the elections. 

"CLAREANCE (CLAY) YOUNG, the Negro then spoke.

*r>r>mr,^Jltl ter th ® conclusion of DOROTHY FOREST 8 s report, an 
2SS5 nt WaS made ^ DOROTHY HEALEY indicating that note 
taking was very much in order and suggesting that the individuals 
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who were present representing sections and clubs should make 
a special point of taking notes on the next report which was 
to be delivered by NEMMY SPARKS on an analysis of the results 
of the elections, 

"NEW SPARKS then took the rostram and delivered a 
report as follows; 

"He stated that the election was a great people's 
victory. Since the time of the primaries, the people have 
been moving unitedly in a direction of their own interests. 
This does not mean that a people's front or new deal " ' " 
government has been set up, but it was a large scale victory' 
for the people in terms of the potentiality of the " situation. 
The most outstanding reactionaries who ran for election lost ■ 
in this election, NEMMY SPARKS noted* These included KNOWLAND. 
BRICKER, JENNER and M ALONE, 

"In addition to this the chances for KNOWLAND as a 
candidate in the presidential election had been ruined and 
those of NIXON had been seriously damaged „ 

"The 18th Proposition which was a very important 
anti-labor measure was defeated by a large majority, 

"The Republicans controlled State Administration' and 
State Legislature are no longer in existence. In Southern 
California the Republicans lost the 25th Congressional District 
which was NIXON 8 s home district . They also lost all four" assembly 
districts in which the party had decided to concentrate and ' 
the 56th Assembly District they won by a very slim majority. 
In San Diego the State Senate Sheet was won by the Democrats 
for the first time in many years, 

"On the other hand SPARKS noted GOLDWATER and 
ROCKEFELLER, representing important segments of the Republican 
Party were reelected and also on the Debit side, LOPEZ 
ROYBAL representing the Mexican Community in California were 
defeated, 

"SPARKS noted that VINCENT HALLINAN recently stated 
that the political, election which was just held has no 
significance in understanding developments because the 
Democratic and Republican parties are essentially the same. 
NIXON states on the other hand that the reason the Democrats 
won was because they worked harder, but this is not true, 
according to SPARKS, There were significant issues involved, 
here the people were disgusted with the Republicans, first 
of all because they identified the Republicans and the 
recession. Unemployment is still high and the Republicans 
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"throughout the period of the recession took a HOOVERism 
position. In the second place, the Republicans came out in 
favor of an open shop attitude on labor, through their support - 
of Proposition 18. This was rejected by the voters at* — 
the polls, SPARKS statedo In the third place, the Republicans 
took an equivocating position with regard to the advancement 
of Civil Rights for the Negro people and in the fourth place 
the Republicans engaged in heavy war mongering. Also many- 
Republicans denounced DULLES the position of Democrats on 
foreign policy was not too clear during the election. 

"SPARKS raised the question whether it was true that 
the split within the Republican ranks brought about the 
defeat of KNOWLAND. ' It is true, he stated, only' in the sense 
that KNOWLAND was Jockeying for his nomination and also that 
the Republicans were split on their attitude towards labor. 
The Republican leaders were too impatient in their fight 
against labor and this is the reason why they were defeated. 

"The central feature of this particular election 
campaign was the independent political action which was 
carried on in California by the Labor Movement, by the 
Democratic Movement and by the Minority Organ! ssations. Labor 
was sought by the Democrat in support of its anti-l8th 
proposition campaign and this campaign was widely endorsed. 

"KNOWLAND was unable to split the "Negro labor 
alliance by raising false issues of discrimination during the 
course of the campaign. The Democratic Club Movement had 
an opportunity to give the election campaign a progressive 
characteristic considerably better than" any previously seen 
in California elections. 

"The California Democratic Council Platform was 
widely attacked by the Republican Press during the course of 
the campaign. 

"In addition to this the minority conference of the 
California Democratic Clubs is Just beginning to. make its 
influence heard in this area. - This conference can serve to 
unite the Negro and Mexican people in United Political 
Activities. 

"Prior to the election itself the worker stated 
editorially that the EISENHOWER policy would be rejected at 
the Polls. The worker noted that a step towards independent 
political alliance headed by labor was being made in this elec- 
tion. But why was it that in this great land-slide the Democrats 
only won the 21st Congressional District from the Republicans 
in Los Angeles County?

"In Southern California we have a special situation 
due to the. gerrymandering of districts by Republicans in 
years past, SPARKS noted that in 1956 Los Ahgeles'County 
Republicans got 50.1 per cent of the votes and then proceeded 
to win eight out of twelve district seats. In 1958 the ' " 
Democrats got 55 per cent of the votes but ' only got "five out 
of the twelve congressional district seats. More important 
the population areas which are mostly split in favor of the* 
Republicans are those in which Negroes* Mexicans and working 
class people in general live 0 Gerrymandering is true else- " ' ' 
where throughout the state and as a result the Republicans still 
have an edge as far as representation and Congress is concerned. 
Now that the Democrats are in control of the State Legislature 
reapportionment is an essential. In order to guarantee' the* 
election of working class representatives to Congress and in 
order to guarantee the election of Negroes to Congress , we " 
raise this issue correctly during the course of the campaign. 

"Now we begin to see others such as Lieutenant" 
Governor ANDERSON speaking on the question of reapportionment, 

"In addition SPARKS noted that the Democratic ' " 
Council was beginning to study the problem of reapportionment 
seriously. We must make this a central question in future 
election efforts, SPARKS stated 0 

"Turning to the election activity in the 26th 
Congressional District, SPARKS noted that CRISPUS WRIGHT 
was extremely unsuccessful in his campaign against JAMES 
ROOSEVELT, ROOSEVELT, as a matter of fact, increased his 
majority as compared with his results in the previous 
election. People evidentally basically decided that political 
position in terms of their economic attitude rather than . 
in terms of their attitude on the Negro Question, The 
Negro suffered from unemployment and from recessions' and they 
evidently identified themselves with the Democrats during 
the course of this election, WRIGHT on the other hand was 
faced by a contradiction, whether to support the Proposition 
18 and. Senator KNOWLAND and risk the possibility of loosing 
his support from the Republican Party, 

"In the 15th Congressional District MC DONAUGH won 
by a two per cent margin. We have for three years urged that 
in this place, it is possible to bring forward a Negro 
candidate. If we had had the right candidate running for 
Congress in this district, we could have won. This is a 
good prospect still ahead of us for I960, 

"Turning to the LOPEZ, ROYBAL campaign, SPARKS, 
noted that it was unfortunate that both of these Mexican 
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candidates lost by small margins . This must be accounted 
for in terms of prejudice which we should recognize". It 
is unfortunate that we were unable 'to bring about "ah extra 
effort in behalf of LOPEZ. We should not assume that a ' ' 
minority candidate cannot get elected as a result "of these 
elections. Not every victory is won the first time we 
campaign, he stated, 

"In the ROYBAL campaign there were tough tactics 
used by the opposition,, Newspapers were hijacked by the 
DEBBS group. The ballot count was di sgracefully 'handled ' " 
and now DEBBS is involved in serious acquisitions with regard " 
to a racket on the re-zoning of certain parts of city property. 
LOPEZ and ROYBAL had to go their campaign entirely alone. " 
For example the »Los Angeles Tribune », while in many respects 
a courageous and militant fighter for the 'Negro people' was 
not always right. It was extremely wrong, for example,' when 
it opposed the election of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL and when it 
opposed the election of ED ROYBAL. In the latter stages of 
the campaign' there "were great strides made in unifying the 
campaign effort among the Mexican people. Of general signifi- 
cance throughout this election is the fact that labor has made 
an extra storage step. The "Los Angeles T&ag^Oraid just "' 
prior to the election that BROWN wojsad simply be a satyr for 
Reuthers Empire. 

"SPARKS quoted SAM LUBELL, political commentator 
as having stated that the voters are beginning to ask' whether 
the fundamentals issues facing the American people can be 
solved by either the Republican or the Democratic Party. 
The Gallup Poll states that people think of the Democrats 
in their own image while they think of the Republicans 
in terms of wealthy people. The next step is to clean out 
the Dixiecrats out" of the Democratic party. As a result 
of the victory of the Democrats in this election, it is 
conceivable that we will be able to abolish the House Un- 
American Activities Committee and to eliminate Rule 22 
-which has hampered civil rights legislation in Congress. 
We may also be able to break the senority rule with regard 
to committee chairmanship, which is the rule under which i 
EASTLAND and Senator •-• BYRD are able to keep the control of 
important senate committees. In the State Senate, there was 
a serious setback as a result of the fact that a Negro 
candidate, who could have been nominated as chairman of 
the said senate was passed over in favor of another candidate. 
However, we must not let this stop us from seeing to it that 
this section of the state legislature passes an PEPG bill; 
we must abolish the loyalty oath of this session of the 
state legislature as well. The Republicans are leaving the 
state treasury almost bankrupt and this is going to cause 
a serious problem for the Democratic administration, however, 
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"we should not allow an increased sales tax to take place 
because of this. 

"The next big political task facing the party is the 
election of seven council members and four board "of education 
members which comes up very shortly in the Spring. It "would 
be necessary that Negro candidates be entered for those 
campaigns . 

"At the conclusion of NEESM2" SPARKS report, HARRY HUNT * 
rose to state that he has a question regarding the degree with 
which this election has really moved the people. The big " 
problem with which he is concerned is whether or not we can 
achieve the fruits of victory which are indicated as a result 
of this election. 

"In the 26th Congressional District, we must note 
that our tactics did not strengthen the influence of the 
party in this area. As a result of ' supporting WRIGHT/ we ' 
cannot say that we are any sense closer to the Negro people. 

"Parenthetically it should "be noted that HARRY HUNT 
was originally not "in favor of supporting CRISPUS WRIGHT 
in his candicacy for Congress running on the Republican 
ticket. 



"The next speaker was HENRY SAZER. He indicated 
that the Echo Parks Section did a good Job in the election, 
working very hard for ROYBAL, but that many of the people 
from the party, who worked in the campaign displayed very 
sectarian methods of work forcing many people "to "disassociate 
themselves from the ranks of the organization for which they 
were working on the basis of a sectarian position taken by 
the party. 

"The education department should analyze the TJ 
point program which Governor BROWN has brought forward and 
the ten point CIO-AP of L Legislative Program which has been 
issued. Work should be done to popularize these programs, ' 
he stated. 



"The next speaker wasl J , who was reported 



above. He indicated that he agreed with the report made by 
NEMMZ but that he felt that this was not a great victory for b6 
the people, although it was a victory. Labor played a fine b7C 
role in the course of the election, he stated. Even the 
professional labor organizers came out and campaigned against 
Proposition 18 because it was in their Own interests to do so. 

"The economic situation was the main reason why the 
voters swung in front of the Democrats this speaker stated. 
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"He went on to point out that the reason why ROCKEFELLER 
won in New York was because his program' was better than that 
of HARRYMAN. Democrats here 'in Calif or'hia, 'he stated, knifed 
LOPEZ and ROYBAL by not supporting them 0 ' For example 
CHET HOLLIFIELD, actively" campaigned against ROYBAL, * during 
the course of the campaign . What realignment 6f forces " 
has taken place as the result of this election. What program 
shall we work for now? These are the questions which still 
have to be answered, 

"The next speaker was SOPHIE SILVER. " She asked ' " 
what'; is the general level of political development, which 
we can see as a result of their worko It is necessary that 
our section set down and make a serious evaluation of 'the 
party, and the sections role in the election "campaign; 
The people themselves moved and the party moved with them. " 
SOPHIE SILVER indicated that 35$ of her section" had actually 
participated in the election campaign. Two people in this 
section are now active readers of Calif ornia Democratic 
Council Clubs. A great emphasis has been "given to the 
work of the minority Democrats conference. These people 
are not actively seeking numbers of the conference of their 
own name. 

"The next speaker was NAN BLAIR, who indicated that 
the Democratic Party had called for a new hold on Proposition 
16, 17 and 18 and that the attitude of the Party with regard 
to Proposition 16 had been a faulty one. The Democrats 
recognized that they needed to make an alliance with .the 
rank and file of the Catholic people particularly the 
Mexican workers who are in the Catholic Church. NAN BLAIR 
pointed out that LENIN and his article on religion had 
stipulated that the main enemy of the people are the 
monopolists and not the Pope. It is important to recognize 
that you cannot fight on religion questions at the same 
time you are trying to fight on political and economy 
questions. 

"The next speaker was DANNY COHEN. He indicated 
with respect to XOPEZfe campaign that his very presence 
on the ticket greatly strengthened the strength of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

"The participations of the unions in this election 
was a remarkable one. The California AF of D contributed 
$825,000.00 to the campaign while the LA AF of L contributed 
an additional $700,000.00 to the campaign just to work on 
the question of Proposition 18. The Democratic Party must 
now deliver as far as the union is concerned. If it does 
not the union will have to stop supporting that party. 
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"In New York State the Independent Socialist Ticket 
whom we often insists represents nobody at all was able to 
pull a substantial vote. It is necessary' that we continue 
to develop our contacts with these forces. 

"The next speaker was LEONA_ f rom San - 

Diego. She indicated that she felt the * tec-pie "s World' cover- 
age was not adequate during the course of this campaign. She 
did not understand why ROCKEFELLER was elected nor did "she 
understand the Democratic Party Policy with regard to the 
question of armaments. 

"The next speaker was WALLY TALBOT. He indicated 
that the peace issue was dramatized during the course of 
the campaign, particularly by Mrs. BROWN in her candidacy 
for Congress. However, it was not handled adquately from"" 
his point of view. In the 56th Assembly "District, /the man" 
who was being supported by the Party lost by only 48' votes. 
However, our people were very active in the campaign, he 
stated. 

"The next speaker was LILLIAN HASKELL. She' stated 
that she agreed in the main with NEMMY SPARKS report, but 
she also objected to the work that was done by the 'People's 
World.' She disagreed with NAN BLAIR and insisted that it 
was important to support propositions like Proposition 16 
in order to keep Church separated from state which is a 
historical rank of the American people. 

"The next speaker was CLARENCE YOUNG. He indicated 
that on the main issues facing the people during the course 
of the election, we won. However, we should have fought harder 
on Proposition 17 in order to eliminate the sales tax he 
stated. We should have also fought harder on the question 
of electing ROYBAL. 

"The next speaker was DOROTHY HEALEY. She stated 
with regard to the campaign of the two Mexican candidates, 
that most observers feel that this was the best campaign 
politically in which the Mexican community has ever 
participated. The role of these forces represents a realignment 
which is of considerable importance in understanding the 
future nature of California politics. There is a great 
opportunity in the future, she noted, to develop successful 
minority candidates based on the work which has now been 
done. It is wrong she went on to start to presume that 
the approach which we take to the Democratic party must be 
one of accepting one of a lesser evil rather than a greater 
evil. The vote which has taken place recently has real 
significance. Only when there is an important meaningful 
working class alternative facing orders can we presume that 
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r the Democrats are in any sense a lesser evil to be ignored 
or fought against. There is at the present time no working 
class alternative facing the people arid as a result the* 
present expression of political alignment is a real one. 
The Trotskyites on the other hand hold a foolish position 
with regard to this question and insist upon unrealistic 
alignments politically speaking. We want to offer socialist 
alternatives to be sure she stated, but not by cutting our 
forces off from the main elements of the working class at 
this time. 

"DOROTHY" HEALEY noted that the California Democratic 
Council is now planning an issues convention at which time 
there will be an opportunity for the victorious representatives 
to sit down and prepare a real legislative program. The 
issue of trade and recognition of China should be taken up 
at this conference, she stated. We should 'fight for a 
continuation of the main line of the California Democratic 
Conference as it was adopted at the last convention. 

"At the conclusion of this discussion, a motion 
was made to accept the main proposition that had been proposed 
by NEMMY SPARKS. This motion was passed unanimously by a 
voice vote. It was then decided that the next district council 
meeting, which is to be held shortly after the National 
Committee meeting in December 2ill be held on a Sunday rather - 
than on a Friday as would normally be the case in order to 
allow ample time for a consideration of the work of the 
National Committee meeting. It was noted that this next 
national committee meeting will be concerned with a re- 
consideration of the election effort with a discussion of JIM 
JACKSON". s report on the Negro Question and with a discussion 
of the plan of work for the year ahead as well as with a dis- 
cussion for the proposed National Convention of the party. It 
was decided that this Sunday meeting of the District Council 
be held on December 21, 1958, at the Park Manor. At this 
time the meeting was adjourned. 

"(During the course. of lunch a tall man with blond 
hair and a dark blue suit was noted loitering around the lunch 
room which is located in the same building as the Park Manor. 
This man was spotted by WILLIAM ISBELL, who indicated that 
he had noticed him earlier in the morning hanging around this 
area and who noted that he had very suspicious characteristics 
and was probably an FBI agent. This information was communicated 
to several others including A. C. ROGERS, CAL GOODMAN and 
ELSIE MONJAR, and it was indicated that evidently these people 
were trying to strike up an acquaintance of some kind with 
some of the delegates.

Also reported on page 1 is details 
of the filing of a suit by ACLU counsel A. L. 
WIRIN against officials of the U. S. Border 
Patrol for the purpose of testing the constitu- 
tionality of the Border Patrol's practice of 
searching persons and automobiles traveling 
north from the California - Mexico border.

"DOROTHY MARSHALL and I felt that the best and most 
constructive contribution we could make toward ECLC's National 
Council meeting would bes 1) to try and demonstrate in our 
own town how much could be accomplished in the way of direct 
political action for the ABOLITION of the HCUA; and 2) to 
assemble and mail a variety of materials which have been 
developed here recently. By this time, you may have received 
the mailing! we also sent it to every member of the National 
Council for whom we had addresses. ~ . £^ 

"As you will note in the covering letter, we feel that 
the major development here has been the ACLU petition. As urged , 
in my leffeer of October 3, we had hoped that ECLC would carry 
on under i-t-s own auspices, a similar concrete form of political 
action in New York City or elsewhere. As tilings are going now, 
we doubly wish that parallel actions were being culminated at 
this point in other parts of the country. ACLU - nationally - 
will not move on this action unless they feel the pressure for 
such action from other organizations. We are concerned, on the 
contrary, that the inability to get real political action on 
the abolition campaign going elsewhere in the country in the 
form of petition campaigns, delegations, etc., may tend to 
isolate the effective leadership of our local ACLU.jJ^j J 

"We still have 19 days to go on our local . petition 
campaign. It is too early to judge how successful we may' be in 
terms of quantity of signatures. However, we have already won 
the most significant reach into the previously non-committed 
areas of the community that has been achieved here in 10 or 
more years. Q^v^ 

"Examples that can be cited are exciting? 1) the 
prominence of the lead names on the petition (for identification, 
see covering letter from DOROTHY and me to the National Council );t 
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"2) Supervisor JOHN ANSON FORD., the most distinguished senior 
politician in this area (and, incidentally* my Father's closest 
friend and the man who started me on the road to political 
action when I returned from my travels 20 years ago), has 
agreed to be publicized in support of the petition campaign; 
as late as September, he refused to have his name in ACLXJ's 
Los Angeles Times ad; 3) The Methodist board of Christian 
social relations has met, approved and mailed 750 copies of the 
petition to key Methodist laymen here in the Southland; 4) two 
other prominent Protestant laymen and a very prominent Rabbi are 
doing a mailing this week-end to all leading Protestant churehes 
and synagogues; 5) JOSEPH WYATT, the president of our 
California Democratic Council (the Club movement), went before 
the CDC last week-end in Fresno and secured authorization to 
mail several thousand more of these petitions to every 
Democratic Club leader in Southern California (they did not, 
however, officially take a' stand one way or another); ROBERT 
CLARK, the president of our Greater Los Angeles Council of 
the CIO, failed in his efforts during the last three days to 
get national CIO approval to his request to mail the petition 
out to all CIO locals here; he is still trying, and he and the 
head of our Amalgamated Clothing Workers and another labor 
leader in the Communication Workers are trying to get a 
resolution through the CIO - AFL merger meetings in San Francisco 
on December 6th, to support the ACLU petition; and so it goess 
if we had another month to work we could really make progress 
for ABOLITION in our towno^Jfe^ " 

"Our Committee 11 s work in all of this will be of 
interest to yous l) we did an initial mailing of 5*500 copies 
of the petition on November 7th - 3 days after the election 
(the time we needed to get the election results registered on 
the petition copy which was already ready to run at the printers; 
2) we contacted other community organizations to do parallel 
mailings, including the Women for Legislative Action, the 
Unitarian Church's UFSJ, the Southern California Jewish 
Organization, ILWU, TJE and 500 rank and filers within the AFL 
and CIO; 3) we are doing today, Thanksgiving and Friday, 
another 5,500 mailing "reminder - only 15 more days 1 type of 
notice; 4) we are presently working up the organization for 
a 5,000 phone call campaign on the petition - between December 3 
and 12; 5) we also began addressing today for a 3rd 5*500 mail- 
ing to go out on Decmeber 15th, calling in the petitions; 
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"6) all of the groups of past subpoenaes have been organized 
and received special mailings from their own leadership - who 
continue to serve on our Exeucitve Committee -; e ^ Co j^^ 

"Personally* we are building and widening the bridge 
we enjoy with ACLU here. As I mentioned in my October letter, 
I serve on both the ACLU Legislative Committee and on the sub- 
committee which developed the petition campaign (for your 
private information, I drafted the initial petiton and the 
supporting arguments on its reverse). ALAN BARTH came over to 
our apartment for dinner following one of his three splendid 
talks here for the ACLU; it's too bad we were not able to draw 
him more directly in the initial phases of the the abolition 
campaign last year - he was on vacation when I visited ROBERT 
ESTABROOK at the Washington Post at the beginning of my work 
with ECLC; he certainly strikes me as a good and courageous 
voice within the ACLU - no one could have spoken more 
eloquently in support of the petition campaign here, and its 
meaning as a counter-offensive against the almost certain new 
attack upon the Supreme Court's decisions in the new Congress. 
* There are also negative aspects of the ACLU bridge 
building relationships? there are some within ACLU who fear 
our Committee, me, and our support, but they are a decided 
minority! we are endeavoring to conduct ourselves in such a 
way as not to yield one small fraction of an inch on the ... 
principle fight of 'association' - and Just let our 'deeds' 
rather than our 'reputations' be the measure of our character. 
We shall see what we shall sees if things continue as they 
are at present, I believe that we are clearly now within sight 
of the day when our ad hoc or emergency basis can terminate, 
and each of us can then continue as volunteers within our ACLU; 
it has been a long, hard and self -minimi zing road, but we seem 
to be winning the secondary objective of restoring our ACLU" 
into a fighting, principled and un-'eompromising organization. 
The primary objective - at least for our OCPAF - the ABOLITION 
of the HCUA - may soon be fought entirely within the ranks of 
ACLU. ^ 

"Now, a word about our pre-election program, also 
outlined in general in my letter, of October 3 s 1) we were 
able to have every congressional candidate contacted - many 
times - on the question of ABOLITION. We concentrated, so far 
as delegations were concerned, on ROOSEVELT; he is still fright 
fully weak, but he most certainly knows that all kinds of his 
constituents want this damnable Committee abolished; it will 
take national parallels to our petition campaign before he £g^ 
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"will really take a leading role for ABOLITION! our own 
petition, incidentally, is to be presented to him - with a 
request that he hold the signatures available for the study 
of the other members of Southern California's Congressional 
delegation; 2) we found only one candidate, IRVING "GLASBAND 
in the 22ond (against JOE J. HOLT), who committed himself in 
advance of the election for ABOLITION of the HCUA, and, 
therefore, eligible for our political support; we did the 
following: a) an 18,000 hand addressed mailing; b) covered 
49 precincts with door to door visits and 12 others by phone, 
including looking up the phone numbers, or a total of 6l 
precincts - out of l6l covered all told; c) we raised 
approximately $500 in campaign funds; and d) mostly we . 
awakened into political action literally scores of liberals 
and progressives and Communists et al who had been sitting out 
politics for too many years. At the end of the campaign we 
received a letter from the campaign manager, saying, 'had we /V' 
the good sense to come to you a little sooner, we might have 
tasted victory' (GLASBAND lost by 10,000, but did twice and » 
more better than anybody but us thought possible) J 

"Before closing, I want to share a little news } 
regarding finances? Our monthly overhead is now approximately jj 
$675; our monthly sustainers during the course of the past 90 | 
days have jumped from $260 to $498.50, with the average around 
$3 per month and the two largest? $25 per month. Each project, 
like these ACLU petition mailings, are raised separately, as 
part of the project; we believe that our sustainers will equal 
the $675 overhead by January 1. 

"Our volunteers are simply magnificent % we now have 
12 of what we call 'permanent volunteers', who put in from 4 to 
to 12 hours regularly each week, keeping the office jobs covered 
Trom 8s 30 A.M. to 5 P.M., Monday through Friday, a half day on 
• Saturday, and one regular evening each week. In addition, we 
have approximately 50 volunteers who come in for 2 hours or ' 1 
more once a month on the 'project' jobs."^^ _ , 

"This letter is just mercilessly long, but I do 'need \ 

the feeling of communication with you, and regret the breakdown ! 

of communication from this end during our intensive drives of ! 

recent weeks. I am sorry that I have not been able to under- | 

take my promised evaluation and criticism of my year and more / 
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"with ECLC. Possibly it is just as well , ■ although I have 
been anxious to set forth in some detail exactly where I 
think we did well, and* exactly why I found it necessary to 
resign at a time when our work together was barely started. 
Possibly , too , the most that I could have constructively 
contributed through such an evaluation* is more concretely 
understood in this summation of our efforts here in recent 
weeks, - tho" the many weaknesses in our work here - if 
honestly and fully reported - would consume many times this 
space and your time.^g^

"CHAIRMAN - DOROTHY MARSHALL. 

"1. Minutes of the Executive Board meeting of Feb. 2, were read 
by DRU BAETCKE, Executive Board Secretary, and approved. 
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"A private meeting for fund-raising purposes has been set 
for March 22, at which time LINUS PAULING and A. LlWIRIN 
will be the principle speakers. A place for the "meeting 
will be arranged by Mr 0 WIRIN. It will be held under 
auspices of the Powell Committee, with assistance from 
CCPAP on an extra curricular basis.

"A) A personal interview with Assemblyman O'CONNELL 

. following the Lawyers Guild luncheon, Feb. 14, brought 
forth the following informations 

"O'CONNELL will introduce 3 or 4 bills, including the 
repeal of the Levering Act. - He stated, that other Assembly- 
men would introduce bills repealing the DILWORTH and, 
LUCKEL laws. Lobbies and organized support from churches, 
etc. for his civil liberties bills would be helpful at 
this time. 

"B) FRANK WILKINSON reporting? 

"The Secretary and MARY CLARKE attended an ACLU 
Legislative Committee meeting on Feb/ 15. COLE 
BLEASE, Friends Committee lobbyist from Sacramento, 
made a factual report on civil liberties legislation, 
suggesting the following legislative priorities: 

"1) O'CONNELL to offer a bill eliminating that part of 

the Levering enabling legislation requiring a loyalty 
oath from churches and veterans as the basis of tax 
exemption. BLEASE feels that this will be the most 
like success for civil liberties legislation due to 
the Supreme Court's Unitarian Church decision. 

"2) Assembly Constitutional Amendment 8: Repeal of the 
Levering oath. Arguments favoring this effort at 
this times A) the new Democratic tide; B) the fact that 
California operated without this oath from 1879 to 
1952; C) a referendum always has the advantage of 
'letting the people decide.' 
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"3) 'Little Red Schoolhouse' (oath requirement' for school 
use.) O'CONNELL will introduce legislation to abolish 
this. oath. 

"4) DILWORTH bill (teachers). 

"5) LUCKEL bill (all public employees). 

"BLEASE discussed the possibility of 'piecemeal 
repeal' approach, rather than outright repeal, 
aspossibly sound strategy on both LUDEL and DILWORTH. 

"5. FINANCE REPORT - R. KQNIGSBERG, Treasurers 

"Present bank balance $750.00 

"6. ELCONIN - reporting on the Finance Committee meeting Feb. 9: 

"The Committee recommends a program involving all 
members of the Executive Board to increase sustainers 
by an additional $200 a month in order to meet CCPAF's 
overhead. The Finance Committee will draw up a list 
of potential sustainers, to be presented at the next 
regular meeting, March 2. Each member of the Execu- 
tive Board will be asked to see 3 or more sustainer 
prospects. It is hoped that the Secretary need not 
be involved in this campaign. 

"The Secretary reported that the present financial 
reserve is rapidly being diminished and that a mini- 
mum of $1000 should be kept in reserve at all times. 
Through personal contacts he has obtained an additional 
$25 a month in new sustainers. 

"7. ATTACK UPON LAWYERS - L. SPERBER reporting; 

"The recent attack by the HCUA on the. so-called 'elite 
corps' of attorneys is fantastic. This is an abvious 
attempt to intimidate members of the legal profession 
who represent clients in opposition to the HCUA. SPERBER 
feels that the Lawyers Guild is in a strong position to 
fight back. The Attorney General l s attempt to list the 
Lawyers Guild failed. The charges of the HCUA are an 
attempt to prevent attorneys from defending persons who 
have been subpoenaed before the Committee and to deprive 
them of their Constitutional rights. 

"A proposal by JANET STEWNSON that the Executive 
Committee give SPERBER a vote tf thanks for his state- 
ment to the Los Angeles Times brought forth hearty 
applause „ 
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"The Chairman reported that the COPAF attempted 

to issue a statement* which was not accepted 

as CCPAF had not been mentioned in the HCUA Report. 

"8. FEBRUARY 25th HEARINGS ; Secretary,' introduction of subpoenees. 

"Action by CCPAF s 

"A) A pamphlet prepared by RUTH DECKER, with the" 
assistance of DON WHEELDIN, a subpoenee group, and 
a volunteer artist, is now at the printers, after 
being approved by PHIL KERBY and DOROTHY ' MARSHALL 
for the CCPAF. It includes references to the attack 
on the attorneys. 

"B) ACLU is preparing a court suit through one of 
the subpoenees, directly against the HCUA, for their 
attempt to intimidate subpoenees and their legal 
representation. 

"C) Subpoenees (25) have been organized into a defense 
group to discuss and develope adequate publicity, public 
meetings, legal representation and finances. Subpoenees 
will approach TV and radio outlets to obtain time to 
answer the allegations of the HCUA. A general discussion 
of different approaches followed, with many constructive 
suggestions. 

"D) The Secretary reported that ACLU is holding an 
Executive Board meeting to decide the matter of 
sponsoring a public meeting on Feb. 23, at which time - 
Congressman ROOSEVELT will be asked to come to Los 
Angeles to speak. 

"CCPAF would give support to the ACLU meeting, in such 
an event, or sponsor a meeting itself in the event ACLU 
does not do so. CCPAF is holding tentative reservations 
at 4 halls for Feb. 23s North Star Auditorium, The 
Embassy, the Alexandria Hotel, and Baces Hall. The 
Secretary recommends that North Star Auditorium would 
be the most suitable, location-wise, and financially 
as the rental is $30.00, and is the first recommendation 
of the subpoenees. 

"M/S/C that the Secretary and the Chairman be empowered 
to make a decision in this matter. 

"General discussion followed as to the selection of 
speakers for this meeting. Following names were among 
those mentioned by various members of the group: 
ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, STRINGFELLQW BARR, ALAN BARTH, 
RAY BRADBURY, DAN MARSHALL, DOROTHY MARSHALL,

"It was the consensus that community figures and 
representatives of the subpoenees would be more suitable 
and effective than a national speaker for this meeting. 

"CHARLENE MITCHELL stated that the subpoenees feel 
that a public meeting is important to reach the community 
and' to support the people involved. Also to build 
morale. The following people volunteered for a committee 
to obtain speakers for this meeting i DAVE GORDON, FRANK 
WHITLEY, and R. KONIGSBERG. 

"The subject of finances and distribution of funds will 
be brought before the subpoenees meeting on Feb. 18. 
SOPHIE KISHNER, DOROTHY MARSHALL and R. KONIGSBERG were 
authorized to act for CGPAF. 



"9. POLICY DISCUSSION REGARDING ROOSEVELT RESOLUTION #53 - ELCONIN: 



"Following a luncheon with EASON MONROE, -BEN MARGOLIS, 
and FRANK WILKINSON, ELCONIN analyzed the reactions of 
this group to the ROOSEVELT Resolution. Each member 
of this group gave reasons for going along with ROOSEVELT 
and all felt that it was a big step forward. There is .. 
much concern, however, over the addition of ' seidtious 
activities 1 to the jurisdiction of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary. It is felt that this may be an opportunity 
for a future attack- on civil liberties, and a mandate to 
continue unconstitutional investigations, There was 
considerable misgiving expressed against CGPAF giving 
blanket support to the ROOSEVELT Resolution. 

"On the other hand, the thought was presented that if 
we fail to support ROOSEVELT now it may be many years 
before any Congressman makes another resolution to 
abolish the HCUA. 

"It was also pointed out that CCPAF blanket endorsement 
of ROOSEVELT'S #53 might deceive others regarding the 
danger in the 'seditious activities » clause. 

"It was stated that EGLC has issued a resolution commending 
ROOSEVELT for introducing the issue but is opposing the 
addition of 'seditious activities. 1 

"M/S/C we congratulate ROOSEVELT on introducing his 
Resolution and support his efforts to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. While we 
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"support ROOSEVELT'S efforts, we also point 
out that we think the Resolution could be im- 
proved by removal of that section which adds 
'seditious activities' to the jursidiction of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 

"The Secretary reminded the Executive Board that 
the Supreme Court decision on the BARRENBLATT case 
may be forthcoming on Feb. 23. Both the HCUA and 
ROOSEVELT are awaiting this decision before deciding 
any further action on the Floor of the House. 

"10. . Meeting adjourned at 10 PM. Next meeting March 2, 1959.

"AL APPEL spoke and' said that the Orange County 
National Guardian Readers Club is inactive at present but 
that regroupment effort is being made in the newly formed 
Orange County chapter of the American Civil Liberties Union. 
He said that the Communist Party and the SWP are cooperating 
in working within the ACLU in Orange County . 

"During the next section of the report the chairman 
was GEORGE JONES 0 

"KOVACS then reported on trade union and minority 
work, He said that out of an active branch membership of 55, 
60$ were in trade unions of one kind or another .

Speaker after speaker condemned the HCUA in language so sensitive 
to the racial issues facing the Negro and American people, that 
I felt like crawling on my knees before them, just to learn a 
little about what this fight is all about. I may have helped 
start this resistance, but once the fight was started, I never 
caught up with it. Then, toward the end of the meeting when the 
word was dramatically brought in by the Negro lawyer for PARKER 
in Mississippi, who flew in directly to the meeting - just a few 
hours away from what is going on down there - I have never known 
such emotion. It was as though every Negro there had been 
personally lynched. They all knew that PARKER was dead, but 
when the actual news of finding ~ETs body yesterday was announced, 
it was just awful to see and feel the pain of it all. The 
collection last night was for 2 things s a) literature for the 
HCUA pickets in front of the Federal Bldg.j and b) funds to 
bury PARKER - a direct request by the lawyer from PARKER'S mothesC 

"2) We had 60 or more pickets in front of the Federal Bldg. 
this morning, mostly Negro, but at least 10 of us whites. It 
was a wonderful demonstration. The first picket line we've been 
able to throw against the HCUA since Newark in 1954. You just 
can't imagine how hard it was to swing, because HELSTEIN was 
threatening anybody's Packinghouse job for doing itj and of 
course the FBI photographs were everywhere. It was done and it 
was good and it helped to change the whole character of these 
hearings. It made up entirely for the awful weak position of the
